170,000 New Electors Put on Rolls as 
Result of nr a of 
Franchice. 
CHRISTIANIA, Oct. 1L—Women are 
voting today for the first time in Nor- 
wegian genera! elections. There are 170,- 
006 new electors on the rolls. Press fore- 
casts predict that the women’s vote will 
bring large gains to the Socialist repre- 
sentation in Parliament,: making that 
the strongest single party, although the 
Government expects to maintain itself 
by a combination of three political 

groups. 

The Socialist platform is devoted large- 
ly to an anti-military propaganda. The 
Government program includes a grain 
rm r:opoly. old age pensions and restric- 
tions of almost a prohibitive character 
on the sale of.aicoholic liquors. 


LONDONERS BUYING OWN DRINKS. 


Anti-Trerting in Effect Today; More 
Rigid Rules If It Fails. 
LONDON, Oct. 11—The new anti- 
treating regulation in connection with 
the use and sale of alcoholic drinks 
goes into effect in London and the sur- 
rounding district today. It is the médst 
ragical and far-reaching effort for the 
curtailment of drinking yét tried, for it 
affects nearly 10,000,000 persons. -Viola- 
tions of the regulations are punishable 
by a fine. of _— and six months in 

prison. 

The law is expected to curtail the 
consumption of alcoholic liquors by 00 
per cent and unless it is effective it 
will be followed by an order curtailing 
the hours -f sale. The only exception 
to the new rule is that drinks ordered 
with a full meal may be paid for, by 
the host.

U. 8S. Minister to Belgium Reported to 
Be Kept to His Bed. 

THE HAGUE, Oct. ll, via London.— 
Letters received here from Brusse's 
state that Brand Whitlock, American 
Minister to Belgium, is confined to his 
bed.

OF 1600 PACKING } 


FIRMS MEET HERE 


Seven Hundred Delegates at 
Convention of American Meat 
Packers’ Association. 


CHEAPER MEAT PREDICTED 

Increased Production Coupled 

With Spread of Vegetarianism 
to Cause It, Delegates Say. 


The meat packers of the United States, 
representing a $750,000,000 industry, sec- 
ond in volume to the steel business, are 
holding their annual convention in St. 


Louis. The 1600 packing house com- 
panies are represented by 700 —" 
to the convention, 

The delegates, who _eesernbled at the 
Planters *Hotel this morning, agreed 
that while the year as a whole had been 
one of shifting fortune on account of 
the European war, business of every 
kind had shown a marked increase in 
the last two months, and that the coun- 
try was now in a highly prosperous con- 
dition. 

The three big problems to be consid- 
ered by the packers in their ‘three days’ 
convention are the .British seizure of 
meats consigned to neutral countries, 
which somewhat demoralized the pack- 
ing industry of the United States; the 
eradication of the hoof and mouth dis- 
ease and tuberculosis in aningals, and 
how to increase livestock production *o 
supply the demand for meat products. 

Decrease in Meat Consumption. 

The delegates to the convention assert 
that the people of the United States 
are not eating as much meat as for- 
merly and that the farmers are pro- 
ducing a greater number of meat-pro- 
ducing animals than they were a few 
years ago. These two important factors 
in the meat industry have been brought 
about through agitation, the delegates 
say, and will result eventually in re- 
ducing the cost of meat to the con- 
sumer. 

Opinions differ as to whether the agi- 
tation for the eating of cheaper cuts ot 
meat has had any effect upon the pub- 
lic. Representatives of the big Chicagc 
packing ‘houses, say that it has, and 
that the peoplé are now eating shoul- 
ders, rumps, and other cheaper cuts, 
and not spending their money so freely 
for loins and ribs. 

John J. Felin of Philadelphia, presi- 
dent of the American Meat Packers’ 
Association, does not agree with the 
Chicago packers on this point. 

‘Rich and poor alike all want the 
highest priced cuts of beef,’ said Presi- 
dent Felin, who also made the following 
interesting statement: 

“T think the time is not far distant 
when the.packers will have to refuse to 
buy hogs and cattle fattened in the 
same pens. This method of fattening 
animals popular with the farmers, be- 
cause it is economical, results in the 
spread of tuberculosis. We can stamp 
out tuberculosis and the hovuf and mouth 
disease only by having sanitary condi- 
tions on the farm.” 

Increased Rates Fought. 

The packers are making a vigorous 
protest against proposed increase in 
freight rates on the livestock business. 
The Executive Committee, in its report 
submitted to the convention today, and 
President Felin in his annual address, 
both discussed the proposed increase. 

The Executive Committee declared 
that the railroads had carried on an 
expensive agitation for increase in 
freight rates, and succeeded in con¥nc- 
ing the business interests that a 5 per 
cent increase, resulting in a $50,000,000 
increased revenue, was justified. The 
packers did not oppose the 5 per cent 
i:crease, it is stated, but as soon as 
the railroads gog that they singled out 
certain industries and applied for fur- 
ther increases in the rates. They are 
now asking for an increase of 20-fo 5 
per cent in freight rates on livestock and 
packing house products, which would 
amount to about $20,000,000 a year. 

Felin denounced the demand for in- 
creased freight rates as extortion. He 
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the proverbial ‘‘Green Bay

The Hotel Jefferson lobby presented 
an exceptionally busy scene this morn- 
ing as the majority of the 160 members 
of the Boston Grand Opera Co. and the 
Pavilowa Imperial Ballet Russe made 
their breakfast appearance, preparatory 
to their performance tonight at the 
Qdeon in “The Dumb Girl of Portict,” 
which is the first of four performances 


to -be presented. 

Fourteen nationalities are represented 
in the casts, which includes six con- 
ductors, 60 vocalists, 60 ballet dancers 
and an orchestra of 6 pieces Anna 
Pavlowa, premier danseuse, her neck 
wrapped in sables, and wearing suede 
boots, tripped across the lobby to break- 
fast, followed by Mme. Tamaki Miura. 
the Japanese soprano, attired in native 
garments of brilliant hues. 

Russian ballet girls, dressed for their 
lohg morning walk, gesticulated and 
spoke in their native tongue as they left 
the hotel and French chorus women 
eyed the American men standing in the 
lobby, who took an equal interest in 
the visitors. 

Hunted Spaghetti 8 Hours. 

Director Rabinoff said that Anna 
Pavlowa headed a group of eight artists 
who last night for eight hours hunted a 
cafe where they could get real Italian 
spaghetti, cooked in real Italian style. 
They finally found the kind they want- 
ed in the West End, he said, brit 
it was not cooked up to their 
standard. As a consequence, Chalmers, 
the baritone, and Moranzoni, one of 
the conductors, repaired to the kitchen, 
and gave the Italian in cnarge direc- 
tions how to prepare it. 

Rabinoff said that three weeks ago 
in. Chicago Riccardo Martin, Pavlow:. 
Elvira Leveroni, Georgi Michailoff and 
several others suffered from ptomaine 
poisoning after eating fish. 

“No more fish or oysters on this 
tour,” he said. And he is taking an 
active interest in seeing that they dv 
not get it, either. 

Miss Felice Lyne of Kansas City, a 
member of the opera company, was 
warmly greeted by Gov. Major, who 
called to pay his respects to her. 

Anna Paviowa this morning shortened 
her daily two-hour walx in order that 
she might tell a Post-Dispatch reporter 
how St. Louis girls may hope to attain 
success as a dancer. This afternoon, in 
the Odeon, she will pass upon the abil- 
ity of several local girls who are aspir- 
ing to follow in her footsteps. 

Being a premier danseuse means that 
one must live as carefully as a prized 
race horse, she pointed out. Her routine 
each day is as fcliows: 

Arise at 9 o’clock, and take tea with 
crackers. Walk two hours in the open, 
with the idea of relaxing.* Then go to 
the theater and rehearse the night’s 
program and possibly try out a few new 
steps. A long ride through the parks 
follows, preferably behind a horse, for 
Pavlowa does not specially like auto- 
mobiles. Then an hour’s rest and she 
is prepared for the evening’s work. 

Forty-five minutes before she is called 
to the stage she “warms up’’—‘‘just like 
a race horse,”’ she explained. This gets 
the muscles supple and the breathing 
accustomed to the strain to come. 

Then the performance is on. At ‘ts 
conclusion she is always extremely 
thirsty and tired, but she dares not 
touch water nor sit down until she is 
cooled off. A light wrap is thrown 
over her, and she walks back and forth 
on the stage for fully 30 minutes, ‘‘just 
like a horse after a race,’’ she added. 

Little Time for Pleasure. 

“7 must keep this routine up every 
Gay,” she explained. “It is very neces- 
sary. As you see, there is little time 
for pleasure—excey't the pleasure gained 
from work.” 

Pavlowa says that she has no special 
preference in foods, but eats what she 
likes, but only a little of each dish. 
American women are fitted tempera- 
mentally to be great dancers, she said, 
but they should te taught from child- 
hcood in the public schools. 

Mme. “Miura, the Japanese soprano, 
told how she made her cebut in Chi- 
cago last~week. She is scarcely more 
than four feet tall, and resembled a 
huge Japanese doll as she sat in a 
chair and swung her feet back and 
forth. 

“Tl know only one American song, and 
that is ‘‘Marching Through Georgia,” 
she said in. good English. She said 
that she had grown exceedingly fond 
of American beefsteak and cspecially 
fond of American applause.

RECTOR SHOOTS 
MAN {0 DEATH 
IN HIS STUDY 


The Rev. Byron Holley of New 


Orleans, Says Railroad Agent’s 
Son Threatened Him. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1.—The Rev. 
Dr. Byron Holley, rector of St. 
George’s Episcopal Church on St 
Charles avenue, the most fashionable 


congregation here, at 6 o’clock this 
morning shot and instantly killed Lan- 
sing Pearsall, son of Nathan G. Pearsall, 
special investigator for the Gould lines 
tere, whom he fou:d in his study. 

The Rev. Dr. Holley told the police 
that he ordered Pearsall from his home 
and that when the latter attempted to 
draw a weapon he shot him. 

The rector says he never saw Pear- 
sall before. 

Dr. Holley telephoned police head 
juarters early today that he had shot 
a man in the rectory study. The min- 
ister told the police that while in his 


‘office he heard someone in his study 


adjoining. Taking a pistol, he stepped 
into the study and saw a man near the 
door. 

“The intruder did not answer ques- 
tions as to who:he was and what he 
wanted,” Dr. Holley said, “and when I 
ordered him out he made’ a motion 
as if to draw a weapon. I fired and 
the man fell.” 

Several hours later the young man 
was identified at the morgue hy his 
father. Pearsall -was 22: -years old. 
Police found that a window in the rec- 
tory parlor had been opened. 

Young Pearsall lived several blocks 
from the Holley home on the next 
street. 

Pearsall’s father is one of the best- 
known railroad men in the South. ae 
was for several years general man 
of the New Orleans & Great Northe 
Pailroad-and built that system for the 
Goodyears. 

The Rev. Dr. Holley is considered one 
of the most eloquent speakeys in the 
Episcopal Church. He is about 50 years 
old.

VIEW OF CARRANZA 


General Pleased by American 
Decision; Paraders Cry, “Lon 
Live the White House,” 


VERA CRUZ, Oct. 11.—Gen. Carranza 
received with great pleasure the news 
that the Pan-American conference at 
Washington had decided to recommend 
recognition of the party led by him as 
the de facto government in Mexico. 
Washington telegrams were read in ihe 
theaters and received with great en- 
thusiasm. 

Gen. Carranza will not alter his rlans 
for a trip through the northern states, 
for which he is to depart today. 

Carranza said: ‘““‘This news put an end 
to all efforts of our enemies to brirg 
ebout foreign intervention. They on- 
tinue their intrigues and their attacks 
in the newspapers, but recognition of, 
the Constitutionalist Government nat- 
urally will rob them of the fruits of 
their efforts. 

“When peace is absolutely restored 
and tranquility really establisned 
throughout the republic, amnesty will be 
granted to all these persons, but not 
now. To permit them to return at this 
time would be to endure their machina- 
tions within the republic. 

‘The immediate effect of this news 
will be ~ great moral strengthening ot 
the cause of constitutionalism and a 
corresponding disheartening of opposinpyx 
factions.

he inherited the stock from William 
McKee, one of the founders of the Globe 
Democrat. Under her will the stock 
which she owned was left to about 20 
collateral heirs, but was to be held in 

trust for 2 years, with Charles IH. Me- 
ixee as trustee. 

McCullagh’s Holdings Sold. 

Joseph B. McCullagh, for many years 
editor of the paper, who died in 1596, lef* 
Btock holdings In the company valued at 
about $38,000. These he willed to a sister, 
who has since sold the stock back to 
persons actively connected with the pa- 
ver. None of this stock passed int. 
Fiouser’s bands. The remainder of the 
Stock, about $23,000 worth, is held by 
Henry McKee, Simeon Ray and a few 
other small holders identified with the 
McKee interests.

Dapper Little Man With Uncer- 
tain Mustache Says Women 
Won’t Keep Away.

A letter from the assistant treasurer | 
of the Consolidated National Bank at 
Tucson, Ariz., says that institution holds 
Morgan’s two notes for $407.81 to cover 
overdrafts and that the notes were not 
paid when due. The tetter also enumer- 
ated five other worthless checks for an 
aggregate of 135.6, which Morgan ‘s 
said to have passed 

When told of the letter, Morgan said 
he had done thousands of doWars’ worth 
of business with the Tucson bank and 
that all would be settled. The authori- 
ties here are trying to find out whether 
there are any more than the three wives 
he has already admitted having and 
whether he has cashed any more checks 
in St. Louls like the one that caused 
his arrest l'riday night. 


Woman Phones About Check. | 
A woman telephoned to police heaa- 


quarters yesterday that Morgan had 
given her a bad check for $25. She 
sald she would present it today and tell 
what she knew about him. 

The soung man told a reporter this 
morning of his adventures in matri- 
ruony. He confessed he was at a loss 
to understand why women found him 
so attractive that they just compelled 
him to marry them. 

He is a dapper tittle chap, avuut five 
feet 4 inches in heigut, and weighs 
ground 120 pounds. He has a wavering, 
uncertain little mustache that curls up 
at the corners in the style affected by 
German military cadets. His chief per- 
senal assets seem to be a pleasing 
voice and a graceful flow of speech. 


Married a Joplin Girl. 
His first wife, he said, was a Miss 


Ella Schobe of 1127 Burd street, Joplin. 
He was in Joplin two years ago, he 
said, looking into some possible mining 
investments for Eastern capitalists. In 
some utterly incomprehensible way, he 
declared, the word got about Joplin 
that a lot of millionaires were back of 
him and t:.at he had $1,000,000 on deposit 
in a Joplin bank. How the report start- 
ed he couldn’t imagine. As a matter 
of fact, he said, he had no money at 
all. 

He became acquainted with Miss 
Schobe, whom he described as a pretty 
little woman. He said he frequently 
walked with her in a public par., where

A different version comes from Jop- 
lin. Members of the bride’s family de- 
clared that Morgan represented himself 
to be independently wealthy, that n+ 
spoke of a summer cottage in the moun- 
tains and a winter home on the gulf, 
and that he and his wife lived together 
for a month in Helena, Ark., when Mor- 
gan deserted her. 

Marriage in New York, 

As to his marriage in New York the 
year following, Morgan could only once 
more blame his own complalsance. A 
Miss Florence Hanson, he intimated, 
fell in love with him, and one day non- 
chalantly said something about their en- 
gagement to marry. “When a New York 
girls says that,’’ Morgan remarked, ‘it 
means marriage or a breach of promise 
suit.’”’ 

They were married Aug. 23, 1914. Mor- 
gan said he gave somebody $750 to have 
that marriage annulled and that he sup- 
posed it had been done. 

His third marriage, to Miss Nellie 
Knowles, of Cynthiana, Ind., Feb. 7, 
1915, he described as a trué love affair 
on both sides. She is living at 3970 Del- 
mar boulevard and expects the birth of 
a child. She visted Morgan at police 
headquarters yesterday and assured him 
that he retained her confidence and 
could count upon her support in every 
possible way. 


Handicapped by a Name. 
Morgan said that he always had been 


handicapped by a popular belief that he 
was a “member of the House of Mor- 
xan,’’ whereas he declared he was only 
a fifth cousin of the present head of 
that family of bankers. Their relation- 
ship was so remote, he explained, that 
he never considered that he really was 
of the same family. 

J. Pierpont Morgan's secretary in New 
York declared Saturday that he never 
had even heard of a Leonard Pierpont 
Morgan. 

Morgan said he had sold about $5000 
worth of mining stock In St. Louis, but 
had collected nothing for it. A gold 
nugget he was known to have had came 
from a Mexicar mine, he said, and not 
from the Arizona mine in which he was 
selling stock. When asked what had 
become of the nugget, he said he h-d 
pawned it. 

Morgan said he expected an uncle of 
his third wife to come to his assistance 
today. Also, he said, he expected to re- 
ceive some money from Tucson, Ariz. 
He was arrested because checks drawn 
on a Tucson bank came back marked

A few were opened last midnight and 
1 o’clock this morning, but trade was 
not up to expectations. Saloon keepers 
estimated that they lost $400,000 yes- 
terday.

Though Houser for many had 
heen the executive head of the com- 
pany, he never owned a controlling inter- 
<st in its stock. At the time of his death 
yesterday morning, his holdings amount- 
ed to $145,00% of the $500,000 capital stock. 

For the tast 10 years the controlling 
interest, amounting to $290,000 of the 
etock, has been owned by the heirs of 
Miss Ellen J. McKee, who died in 15% 
She inherited the stock from William 
BicKee, one of the founders of the Globe 
Pemocrat. Under her will the stock 
which she owned was left to about 20 
collateral heirs, but was to be held in 
trust for 2% years, with Charles H. Me- 
ixee as trustee. : 

McCullagh’s Holdings Sold. 

Joseph B. McCullagh, for many yvear-= 
editor of the paper, who died in 1896, lef* 
wtock holdings In the company valued at 
about $58,000. These he willed to a sister, 
who has since sold the stock back to 
porsons actively connected with the pa- 
ter. None of this stock passed int.. 
Tiouser’s bands. The remainder of the 
Stock. about $23,000 worth, is held 
Henry McKee, Simeon Ray and a few 
other small holders identified with the 
McKee interests.

She 
sald she would present it today and tel} 
what she knew about him. 

The soung man told a reporter this 
morning of his adventures in matri- 
ruony. He confessed he was at a loss 
to understand why women found him 
s0 attractive that they just compelled 
him to marry the. 

He is a dapper tittle chap, avuut five 
feet 4 inches in heiguvi, and weighs 
s&round 120 pounds. He has a wavering, 
uncertain little mustache that curls up 
at the corners in the style affected by 
German military cadets. His chief per- 
senal assets seem to be a pleasing 
voice and a graceful flow of speech. 

Married a Joplin Girl. 

His first wife, he said, was a Miss 
Ella Schobe of 1127 Burd street, Joplin. 
He was in Joplin two years ago, ne 
said, looking into some possible mining 
investments for Eastern capitalists.

A 
Miss Florence Hanson, he intimated, 
fell in love with him, and one day non- 
chalantly said something about their en- 
gagement to marry. ‘““When a New York 
girls says that,’’ Morgan remarked, ‘it 
means marriage or a breach of promise 
suit.”’ 

They were married Aug. 23, 1914. Mor- 
gan said he gave somebody $750 to have 
that marriage annulled and that he sup- 
posed it had been done. 

His third marriage, to Miss Nellie 
Knowles, of Cynthiana, Ind., Feb. 7, 
1915, he described as a true love affair 
on both sides. She is living at 3970 Del- 
mar boulevard and expects the birth of 
a child. She visted Morgan at police 
headquarters yesterday and assured him 
that he retained her confidence and 
could count upon her support in every 
possible way. 


Handicapped by a Name, 
Morgan said that he always had been 


handicapped by a popular belief that he 
was a “member of the House of Mor- 
gan,’ whereas he declared he was only 
a fifth cousin of the present head of 
that family of bankers. Their rejation- 
ship was so remote, he explained, that 
he never considered that he really was 
of the same family. 

J. Pierpont Morgan's secretary in New 
York declared Saturday that he never 
had even heard of a Leonard Pierpont 
Morgan. 

Morgan said he had sold about $5000 
worth of mining stock In St. Louis, but 
had collected nothing for it. A _ gold 
nugget he was known to have had came 
from a Mexicar mine, he said, and not 
from the Arizona mine in which he was 
selling stock. When asked what had 
become of the nugget, he said he h-d 
pawned it. 

Morgan said he expected an uncle of 
his third wife to come to his assistance 
today.

Soldiers Who Helped to Capture the 
118 Pieces Brought From Hos- 
pitals te See Them. 

PARIS, Oct. 11.—German cannon, mor- 
tars, bomb throwers and aeroplanes 
captured in the recent battle in Cham- 
pagne were placed on exhibition yester- 
day at the Hotel des Invalides. All day 
long vast crowds, ecager to see the 
trophies of war, made their way to the 
Esplanade. The scene was. set impres- 
sively in the Grand Court of Honor at 
the entrance to the Tomb of Napoleon, 
with its hundreds of flags and cannon 
captured during the Napoleonic cum- 
paigns, and with the statue of the great 
General looking down on these latest 

additions. 

The German guns on exhibition in- 
cluded 41 fleld pieces, 20 large-bore mor- 
tara, two six-inch cannon, five large 
bomb throwers, 20 small cannon and 30 
trench guns. 

It is estimated that 200,000 persons 
made their way into the court. When 
the gates closed at sundown thousands 
of persons were waiting to gain admit- 
tance, forming a Mne a mile long. 
Soldiers wounded in the battle of 
Champagne were brought from the hos- 
pitals and given the first opportunity 
to see the cannon they helped to cap- 
ture.

LONDON, Oct. 1—The story of Capt. 
Hugh Sale Smart of the Fifty-third 
Sikhs, whose death while fighting in 
l’rance as Private Thomas Hardy recent- 
ly. Was reported, has been learned by his 
London friends and made public. 

A year ago Capt. Smart was sent to 
the northwest frontier of India with a 
rifle contingent. When war broke out 


the Fifty-third were ordered to France 
He yearned to go with them and fight 
ir. the greatest of wars, but the authori- 
ties, for good reasons, said “‘No.”’ 

Then he made his resolve. He obtained

)} Short leave, and when his leave expired 


he did not return to his Indian post. 
What he did was to come to London. 
He has a mother and a brother in En- 
gland, but he told them nothing of his 
tian. He doffed hfs officer’s uniform 
and went to a recruiting office, where 
he was accepted as a fit young man 
with the evident “makings of a soldier’

“Name?’ said the official at the re- 


‘ferulting desk to Capt. Smart. 


‘‘Thomas Hardy,” was the reply.

The’ address he gave was a coffee 
bouse. Possibly he had been one of the 
many recruits who had put up there or 
taken refreshments in passing. At any 
rate, a newspaper representative found 
that he was not known there. 

He was enrolled in the Second Queen’s 
West sSurreys, and went to the depot 
of that corps at Guildford. Movements 
were brisk at the time, and he spent only 
48 hours at the depot. The officers 
“spotted” him as a quick and willing 
recruit. 

On March 24 he went to the front with 
a draft of his regiment. On May 17 he 
lost his Hfe while fighting with great 
gallantry. 

Not until he was enrolled did he in- 
mother, who is a prominent 
member of the New Victorian Club in 
Sackville street, and his brother. Here 
are the words of his brother, given in 
an interview: 

‘We did not Know of my brother’s 
action until after he had joined azs 
Thomas Hardy.’ Then he wrote to me, 
telling me what he had done, and giv- 
ing his new name and regimental num- 
ber. Sv I asked the regiment to keep 
mec informed if anything happened to 
‘Private Thomas Hardy,’ though, of 
course, I did not disclose that he was 
my brother. 

“Hie made three separate applications 
to refoin the Fiftv-third Sikhs, but each 
time was refused. His services and 
special knowledge were considered val. 
table by the local Political Officer on 


the Indian frontier, and because of thrt 


he had to remain. 

“T understand that his actions as 
“Thomas Hardy’ won him the notice of 
his superior officers, and Gen. Gough 
made some reference to what he did in a 
dispatch to the War Office.”’ 

Capt. Smart was educated at Clifton 
College He was unmarried. 

A Second Lieutenant of the South Sta?- 
fordshires—by a coincidence, thea regt- 
ment in which he originally obtained « 
commission, in 1805—wrote to the Colonel, 


commandant of the Second Queen’s Wes: 
Surreys, recommending “Private Thomas 


Hardy” for the Victoria Cross, 
stating that he had “demoralized the 
Germans and saved the forces about 
Lim froin heavy casualties.” 

The identity of “Private Hardy” be- 
came known to one or two of his com- 
rades in the regiment shortly before his 
death.

MANY JEWS SLAIN. 
BY RUSSIANS ON 
ESPIONAGE CHARGE 


Others Subjected to Assaults and 
Shops and Houses Plun- 
dered by Soldiers. 


By Associated Press. 

LODZ, Russian Poland, Oct i— 
The Jews of Russian Poland, now in the 
bands of the Austrians and Germans, 


appear to have suffered, prior to the 
Russian retirement, more than the nor- 
mal amount of hardship imposed by 
war. Investigation by a correspondent 
of the Associated Press discloses that 
there was a rather promiscuous execu- 
tion by the Russians of Jews accused 
of espionage; that many pefsons were 
subjected to physical assaults of great- 
er er less violence, with knouts or Oats 
of swords, and that in many peaces, 
chiefly eut-cof-the-way Villages and ra 
ral districts, there was some plundering 
of Jewish shops and houses by the Rus- 
sian soldiery. 

The cerrespondent vistted the two 
chief cities of this district, Lodz and 
Fiotrokow. His proposal to visit other 
cities wes met by the statement of 
Jews consulted that “nothing much 
happened in the cities,” and that the 


proposed trip would not be worth while.

Stories Have Tyro Sides, 
A typical case of the latter sort was 


When the Russians came to Mal- 
initz in November, they were angry 
because it had come t» their ears that 
some Jew of the village had boasted 
that the Germans would make short 
work of the Russians. The Russians 
lined up all the male inhabitants of 
the town and threatened to shoot or 
hang them unless the man responsible 
for the words complained of was de- 


regiment thereupon had all male Jews 
drawn up in a line and announced that 
all would be killed unless Kozlowski 
was delivered up. Kozlowski, informed 
of the threat, presented himself. He 
was taken away by a squad of soldiers 
and shot. 

“But how did the Russians know 
there was a Kozlowski in town and 
why did they want him?” asked the 
corespondent. 

Informed On by Business Rival. 

“A rival in business had sent word 
to the Russians that Kozlowski was a 
spy and that he was storing up goods 
for the Germans,” was the answer. 

Accepting as true the story of the 
manner of the execution, as it was told 
by the father and son of the victim, it 
was featured by a specific cruelty 
which frequently marked executions 
during the Russian raid into East 
Prussia last October. The Associated 
Press corespondent at that time found 
many instances in which the victims 
were stood against walis and instead 
of being killed by volley fire, as is us- 
ual in such executions, were killed by 
soldiers firing at will. Kozlowski ap- 
pears to have been executed in the 
same manner, after having been bound 
to a tree. 

Polish denunciations, accordirg to 
witnesses, were responsible for the only 
three cases of atrocity or cruelty found 
in Ledz itself. Russian soldiers came 
to the home of Abram Kochan, on the 
Baluter Market, in November, and took 
him away. His wife was prevented 
from following. This .was on «4 Fri- 
day. The man’s body was found out- 
side the city on the following Tuesday. 
He had been shot. 

Israel Blockmann, an old man, told 
how the Russians took his son from 
the house on a Wednesday, and how 
the body was found two days later out- 
side the city. He had been shot and 
bayoneted. 

Reverse of Cruelty in One Case. 
Meilach Eilenberg, a man of about 45, 
got into trouble with the Lodz authori- 
ties in November by making and sell- 
ing cigarets without a license. An of- 
ficial visited him and LEilenberg paid 
52 roubles as hush money. The fol- 
iowing day soldiers who Eilenberg said 
tad been informed of the affair, also 
appeared and wanted money. He re- 
fused their demands and was arrested 
und brought to the Russian military 
commander in the Grand Hotel. The 
commander, who had not time to hear 
the case through, told Eflenberg to con- 
sider himself under arrest, to return to 
his home and present himself the next 
day. EHilenberg started out but was 
stopped outside by a soldier, led into a 
garden back of the hotel, tied to a tree 
there and kept there for 18 hours. A 
rabbi, informed of the case, appealed 
to the commander, who had Eilenberg 
released. : 

A few days later the Russian com- 
mander, having persumably investigat- 
ed the case, compelled the return of the 
52 roubles taken from LEilenberge and 
caused the grafter to be sent to jail for 
six weeks. 


Plundering of Shops. 

There was plundering of small shops 
in Lodz by Russian soldiers, but it 
eppears to have been of a limited ex- 
tent. Some shops were pretty well 
cleaned out, and their fixtures thrown 
into the streets. As a whole, however, 
the procedure seems to have been as 
described by the owner of a small to- 
bacco shop. 

“The Russians would come into my 
shop,”’ she said, “point to some cigar- 
ettes and ask, ‘how much?’ When I told 
them they took a handful, said ‘spa- 
seeba,’ (thank you) and walked out.” 

Some Jews told of cases where their 
countrymen had been badly beaten in 
the streets. 

Jews in Piotrokow said there were 
three days of plundering and rioting by 
Russian soldiers there, in which Jews 
generally were clubbed and whipped. 
One man’s hand was broken, and five, 
they said, had cuts on the head. Sev- 
enteen of the city’s most prominent 
Jews were banished to Viatka. Seven 
hundred male Jews, it is declared, were 
assembled at the railway station and 
the Russians announced that every 
tenth men was to be shot. The local 
Russian pope (priest) knelt before the 
men with a cross and defiled the gsol- 
Nene of the Jews were 
executed. 

Many Killings Claimed. 

Six Jews are said to have been 
hanged at Sullojeff, charged with lay- 
ing in supplies for the Germans. 
Twenty-six are’ alleged to have been 
taken away from Brzezyn, of whom 13 
were afterward found dead and the 
others not again heard of. Six Jews, 
including a rabbi, are alleged to have

LONDON, Oct. 11.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent was granted an interview 
today by Vladimir V. Beer of Petro- 
grad, at present in London, who ts con- 
tracting for the Central War Munitions 
Committee for munitions of war and 
who is one of the most able and distin- 
guished Russians now in this country. 
He not only stamped as worthless 
fabrications the reports emanating from 
German sources of the tendencies to- 
ward revolution in Russia, and the 
growth of sentiment for a separate 
peace, but declared emphatically that 
Russia is in every way stronger today 
than at the beginning of the war, and 
more determined than ever to carry it 

to a successful conclusion. 

“So far as we are concerned,” he re- 
marked, ‘‘Russia is only just begin- 
ning.’’ 

Referring to his work here with re- 
gard to the munitions problem, he said: 
“Perhaps I shall be here for two years 
more.” His inference was evident. 
Russia was making contracts for muni- 
tions covering a period of two years. 
He continued: 

“We have the means and the men to 
carry on the war as long as may be 
necessary. Germany will be defeated. 
She is fighting now without reserves. 
sesides, no nation can survive when 
if has based its relations with the 
world on lies and deceit, when its lead- 
ers and government- deliberately mis- 
lead their own people. We are more 
confident today about the results than 
we were 14 months ago and better able 
to meet any emergency. The Czar is 
at the head of his armies and more pop- 
ular than ever with all his subjects. 
The war has brought about absolute 
cohesion of all classes from Czar to 
peasant, and there is but one motto to- 
day in Russia: ‘Everything for the 
war.’

Until the sixteenth century Riga, al- 
ready an influential member of the 
Hanseatic League and a city of the 
first commeroial importance, was dom- 
inated politically by the Teutonic 
knights and was the home of other mil- 
itary or semi-military organizations that 
held an important place in the life of 
the Middle Ages. 

The “Blackheads,” a non-military non- 
political sacred body, was originally or- 
ganized among the younger and unmar- 


ried members of the community, and is 
said to have derived its title from ee 
fact that its members still retained the | 
natural color of their hair, in place of | 
being gray-headed, as were most of the 
members of other social and commercial 
organizations of the city. That they 
were by no means an unimportant fac- 
tor in the community will be evident 
from the magnitude and imposing char- 
acter of their home, which is justly re- 
garded as one of the most picturesque 
of the city’s ancient features. 
Decidedly German medieval in fts ar- 
chitecture, it might almost have 
been transported bodily from Nurem- 
berg, Augusburg or some other center 
of German art, and the interior and 
contents still further bear out the 
hypotheais. 

The contents of this beautiful old 
structure include g notably fine col- 
lection ‘of the special variety of silver- 
ware that was accounted the most high- 
ly prised possession of these powerful 
and wealthy societies.

WrY THE POLICE 
ULOSED CARNIVAL 


Says Olive-Grand Games of 
Chance Were Conducted 
by Professionals. 


= 


Chief of Police Young today explained 
why policemen stopped games of chance 
Saturday night at the Grand avenue- 
Olive street carnival, and why such 
games were permitted at carnivals pre- 
viously held on Cherokee street, South 
Broadway and Grand-Gravois avenues. 

At the Grand-Olive carnival the police 
said games of chance were being con- 
ducted by professionals, in violation of 
law, whereas community merchants 
conducted the games of chance at the 
other three street carnivals. 

Order Against Raffles, 

An order against raffles at street 
carnivals was issued last year by Chief 
Young after Salisbury street merchants 
complained that concessionaires were in- 
juring the street’s normal trade by 
raffling geese, ducks and turkeys. When 
the carnival season opened this year 
the Chief reminded captains that the 
order was still effective. 

Games of chance, principally the raf- 
fling of articles ranging from chickens 
to blankets, were run openly at the 
Cherokee, South Broadway and Grand- 
Gravois carnivals. Capt. Pickel pre- 


sented the facts to Assistant Attorney | 
Bishop, who refused to issue warrants 
charging gambling. Bishop said the law 
was against wheels of fortune and 
slot machines, and only when conducted 
as a regular vocation. Bishop said com- 
munity merchants, conducting such raf- 
fles temporarily were not gamblers by 
vocation. For this reason the police 
permitted such games to continue. 
Professionals in Charge. 

Capt. Johnson and Capt. Singleton, 
who stopped such games at Grand and 
Olive, Saturday night, thereby causing 
the promoters to postpone the opening 
indefinitely, reported that professionals, 
and not community merchants, were in 
charge of booths along those streets. 

Benjamin Sharp, promoter of the 
Grand-Olive carnival, who got Excise 
Commissioner Rumsey’s ear Saturday 
night and protested that the police were 
distriminating against the Grand-Olive 
carnival, did not consult Gov. Major 
at the Jefferson Hotel today about the 
police interference, as he had stated he 
would do. Commissioner Rumsey saw 
the Governor, but both stated the 
Grand-Olive carnival was not discussed. 
The Governor said he would not inter- 
fere in such city affairs. 

It now seems likely no further effort 
will be made to revive the Grand-Olive 
carnival. Several amusement enter- 
prises in that vicinity had complained 
about the carnival, believing it would 
keep crowds on the street and that they 
would lose a portion of their normal 
patronage.

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. OFFICE AS A FAMILY SNAP. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch performed a useful 
public service in throwing further light on one 
of the worst of current Missouri abuses. 

It made known the extent to which nepotism 
iv practiced in 58 of the 114 counties of the State. 
The custom of limiting eligibility for appointive 
jobs to relatives reaches high-water mark in Jef- 
ferson City, but St. Louis is a close second. Kan- 
sas City’s swarms of relatives on the municipal 
pay roll show a prevalence midway between that 
of Jefferson City and Missouri. Jobs are fewer 
in up-State local government, but the average 
percentage of relatives to available places seems 
to be maintained in most of the 58 counties. 

How universally public office has ceased to be 
a public trust and come to be regarded as a 
private snap is what is revealed by the showing. 

It is a rotten situation. Preferment given on 
account of relationship is almost alwoys prefer- 
ment without regard to fitness and competency. 
Standards of efficiency are not enforced against 
kinsmen and kinswomen as against nonrelatives. 
The more official place is looked upon as a family 
snap, the more must it inevitably depart from the 
ideal of official place administered as a public 
trust. 

The evil must be dealt with vigorously and 
courageously, not hesitatingly and timidly. Our 
caste of office-holding families will not, of course, 
give up their privileges. 

The fact that reports were received from only

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TWELVE MEN OF ARDMORE. 

A few months before the war started 12 men 
of Ardmore, Ok., invested $2100, or $175 each, 
in an oil company. They have just sold out for 
$1,000,000. In other words, an investment of 
$175 has given to each of the 12 a fortune of 
$83,333 in a period of two years. 

Such profit-making is, of course, exceptional, 
but it shows that a man eager to make a maxi- 
mum of money in a minimum of time does-not 
necessarily have to buy munition stocks at Wall 
street’s ridiculously inflated prices. 

Great areas of oil lend remain to be developed. 
Other natural resources have inviting possibil- 
ities of wealth. Manufacturing and merchandis- 
ing have their opportunities. 
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AN AUTOMOBILE COMPARISON. 

The State of New York, with a population more 

than three times that of Missouri, has 170,171 
automobiles registered. This is one automobile 
to every 44 persons. Missouri has 72,644 auto- 
mobiles registered, or one machine to every 45 
persons. And, while the increase for the first 
nine menths of 1915, in New York, was 30 per 
cent, as compared with the entire year of 1914, 
Missouri’s increase in the number of automobiles 
was 331-3 per cent for the same period. 
In the two months of August and September, 
there were 3829 new registrations of machines 
entered at Jefferson City, which shows that the 
present increase is at the rate or 1914 a month, 
or an increase of 22,968 in 12 months. Thfs 
should give Missouri a total of 105,612 automo- 
biles by the beginning of next October. But the 
actual increase is likely to be even greater. 

Missouri will undoubtedly catch up with and 
pass New York, in this comparison, before long. 
This because wealth is more evenly distributed 
here. We have no millions of people in the 
depths of poverty, such as constitute a large 
portion of New York City’s population. Every 
town and hamlet in Missouri is buying the mod- 
ern vehicle and there is no visible end to this 
progress. It is not only a sign of healthy pros- 
perity, but of the growth of a new industry that 
will have enduring results.

GERMAN HELP FOR ARMENIANS. 

In several weeks of effort to moderate: Turkish 

cruelty toward the Armenians, the German Am- 
bassador to the Ottoman Government presented 
three different notes of protest, according to an 
Associated Press correspondent at Constantinople. 
One wonders what would have happened to the 
Armenians had these efforts not been exerted. 
In fact, no far-reaching effect is claimed for 
them.. They may have helped to prevent mas- 
sacres in Constantinople itself, but atrocities in 
that city, where civilization would have had 
many eyewitnesses, would probably have been 
avoided, anyway. 
However, the fact that some German interven- 
tion in behalf of the doomed race was not lack- 
ing is reassuring. The Ambassador’s position 
was, of course, difficult. But the world will be 
glad to know that the measures obliterating a 
large fraction of an ancient Christian race did 
not proceed with complacent tolerance on the 
part of Christian Germany, but on the contrary 
had her active opposition. 
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THE ELEOCTRIO AGE. 

“Cheap heat, cheap light and cheap power” 
are the domestic business boons which Charles 
P. Steinmetz, chief consulting engineer of the 
General Electric Co., demands of enterprise 
through the organization of electrical transmis- 
sion. He wants them now. . 

In the notable interview, printed Sunday, 
Mr. Steinmetz sees the country criss-crossed with 
transmission lines as now it is with railroads. 
A national network of trunk lines is possible in 
which each generating source is metered for 
credit and each consumer metered for debit, 
neither needing to deal with the other. Mani- 
festly that m Federal management or con- 
trol, a nation-wide enterprise. 

Momentous changes may be made by electrical 
transmission in the relative importance of dif- 
ferent sections of the werld. Great plains that

Since 1851—64 years—the late Daniel M. Houser 

had been identified with practically the same 
newspaper interest. 
out parallel in American newspaperdom. 
The Union, on which he did his first work, was 
one of several publications consolidated from. 
time to time in the institution known to this 
generation as the Globe-Democrat. The local tra- 
dition is that he came from a country Missouri 
tuwn on a load of hay to pay his first visit to St. 
Louis. Whether or not this is true, it is certain 
that he began as a clerk in a newspaper counting 
room and rose to be president of the company, 
a position he filled for 36 years. 

His professional career, covering an uninter- 

rupted period from’*the time of fierce Civil War 
issues, is not to be judged by its lessened activi- 
ties since he passed threescore and ten. He was a 
shrewd and successful director of newspaper busi-‘' 
ness policy, almost invariably leaving to trained 
judgments the decisions on editorial policy. He 
was a kind4mployer, genuinely interested in the 
welfare of subordinates. His department was for 
years remarkable for an almost unbroken pérson- 
nel. Many men are still connected with it who 
did their first work in a. business life under Mr. 
Houser. He is said never to have discharged one 
of his own immediate employes. 
In politics an extremist, he was public-spirited 
on nonpartisan matters. What his paper did for 
the popular interest on the terminal issue, the 
free bridge project, the new charter, the Central 
Parkway plan is still fresh in the minds of the 
public and from these campaigns may be judged 
his devotion to community welfare during his 
earlier, more vigorous years. 

He was an honest newspaper man and he ran 
an honest paper. From 17 to the age of almost 
81 he was a good man for St. Louis.

House now escapes Cupid.

T may be startling information which 
J. McKeen Cattell of Columbian 

*University has collected concerning 
the American family, but it is not new. 
What he announces, with facts and fig- 
ures to back him up, is that the family 
is steadily diminishing in extent on the 
tpper social, or economic levels. In the 
Independent he shows that the average 
Harvard graduate becomes the father 
of three-fourths of a son, the average 
young woman with a Vassar diploma, 
the mother of half a daughter. 
Despite rantings against race suicide. 
it can be argued that it is not selfish- 
ness, but an enlightened regard for 
others, that’ causes the limitation <«f 
families among the cultured and well- 
to-do. The responsibilities of rearing a 
family in“the slums are much less than 
tm more fortunate sections of society. 
Slum children cease to be an expense 
and often begin to yield a profit to their 
parents at the age when children of 
middle-class parents are becoming more 
expensive. 
It is a certainty that the child born 
into the middle-class home will be de- 
pendent on its parents for DD years or 
more. To provide a college education for 
boys and giris alike is coming to be ra- 
garded by parents as a fixed obligation. 
At the period when the professional man 
is slowing up in his career and beginning 
to face the grim possibilities of old age, 
his children are demanding a larger ex- 
penditure than ever. Relatively, the man 
earning from $2000 to $5000 a year has a 
harder struggle rearing a family of any 
size than the man getting $2 a day. No 
one, not even his own offspring, ex- 
pects much from the $2-a-day father be- 
yond the necessities of life. 

While it pays to face the truth as to 
the declining birth rate, there is no rea- 
son for pessimism. Those who are in 
comfortable circumstances, who have 
nad university training and desire .t 
for the children, may, if it pleases them, 
regard themselves as belonging to the 
‘better classes,’”’ but from the stand- 
point of human stock they have no par- 
ticular reason to be proud, and even if 
they do not reproduce the race will 
struggle along. 

In fact, from the European immi- 
grants, strong. unspoiled and whole- 
some, we may expect the future mas- 
ters of this country’s destiny. It may 
not please members of old American 
families to think that their few de 
scendants will be of much less account 
in the scheme of things than the de- 
scendants of those who now inhabit the 
slums. But that is the truth. The chil- 
dren of newcomers already hold the 
‘balance of power. Colonial and revo- 
lutionary stock form a very small pro- 
portion of the dominant strains in this 
country today. 

So while the Harvard men nurtures 
his three-fourths >f a son and the Vas- 
sar sirl her one-half of a daughter, a 
rugged youth from the plains of Hun- 
gary will send for his séven sons and 
the girl from Russian Poland her uve 
daughters and the good old tyman spe- 
cies will continue to replenish this plan- 
et —Detroit News.

Jimmy Pappas, Who Oppernts

‘“‘Brooklyn” Tommy Sullivan, manager 
of the Future City Athletic Club, will 
stagé a boxing show at the Coliseum 
tomorrow night that should be a good 
test of whether this form of sport is 
popular in St. Louis. There will be 
four eight-round *bouts—32 rounds of 
boxing if they all go the lHmit—and 
most of the boxers who will appear 
have well-established reputations, even 

those in the preliminary bouts. 

In the feature event patrons of the 
show will be given an opportunity of 
seeing Johnny Ertle, the St. Paul ban- 
tamweight boxer, who was awarded a 
verdict over Champion ‘‘Kid’"’ Williams 
in the fifth round of a no-decision bout 
that took place at St. Paul, Minn., on 
Sept. 10, when Williams is said to have 
struck a low blow and was disqualified 
for fouling. 

Referee George Barton said he plainly 
saw the punch that disabled Ertle, and 
that it was low. Therefore, he disquali- 
fied Williams, and the Minnesota State 
Boxing Commission has sustained his 
judgement in doing so. 

As usual, when questions of this sort 
arise, there is much division of opinion. 
Some of those who were present at the 
ringside say the punch was fair; others 
are positive it was foul. The official an- 
nouncement of the referee was that it 
was foul, and he backed up this opinion 
by disqualifying Wililams, holder of the 
bantamweight title. 


Not Good Sportsmanship. 


Ertle now claims the title—not as the 
conqueror of Williams, but as the boxer 
who won from Williams on a foul. 
Whether this makes Ertle champion de- 
pends very much on how one differenti- 
ates between technitality and actuality. 

So far as the writer is concerned, he 
believes that the awarding of a title 
upon an accidental happening of this 
sort is a bit hysterical flattery thar 
lacks entirely the element of sportsman-

Williams was showing to 
when he sent in the punch 
him the contest, and made Ertle the 
winner. It also made him one of the 
most talked-of little boxers in the busi- 
ness, and when he leaves St. Louis for 
an invasion of the East he is going to 
be given a lot of attention. Williams 
is waiting for him. and will beg for d 
match. It must be admitted that this 
is SOME distinction, and one to which 
few boxers attain. 

It may be that Ertle has no fear of 
Williams and will readily grant him a 
return match—but it is a dead moral 
certainty it will have to be at 116 pounds 
or under, ang] Ertle will do the dictating. 
The latter says that Williams made 113 
pounds at St. Paul, but came into the 
ring with feverish eyes and hollowed 
cheeks, looking like a _ half-famished 
wolf of desperate courage, but wasted 
strength. But, Ertle argues, that fs no 
eoncern of his, because 116 pounds is the 
bantamweight limit, and 
can’t make it successfully, then he 
should go among the featherweigchts and 
leave the bantamweight title to those 
who can scale within the requirement— 
and the St. Paul boxer claims for aim- 
self that he can do it, and believes he ts 
best of them all at the weight. 


Ertle Is an Austrian. 


Ertle is but 18 years old, having 
been born on March 26, 1897, in Aus- 


tria, near Vienna. He is 4 feet 11 
inches tall, wears a No. 5 shoe and 
a 15 collar, and has a chest measure- 
nent of 26 inches.

SPAIN TO PERMIT 
JEWS, EXPELLED 
IN 1492, TORETURN 


Order Promulgated by Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella Has Been 
Abrogated. 


WELCOME AWAITS THEM 


Negotiations Begun Two Years 
Ago in America—Will Enjoy 
Full Rights. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 
MADRID, Sept. 17.—Moved by fina:- 


cial and commercial considerations and 
desire to take advintage to the utmost 
of the European crisis to rehabilitate 
herself, Spain has abrogated the de- 
cree promulgated in 1492 by Ferdinand 
and Isabella expelling the Jews from 
the kinglom. 

There is something of a coincidence 
in the fact that the negotiations which 
have culminated in a fofmal declara- 
tion that the country is open to Span- 
ish Jews, and that welcome awaits 
them, were begun, it is understood, in 
America, the sympathy of the Spanish 
Ambassador to the United States, Sir 
Juan Riano, being enlisted in the 
scheme. 

About two years ago it was proposed 
from America that thcre should be 8 
conference of the clergy, the cardina!s 
and the political leaders to consider the 
possibilities of the return of the Jews 
with full rights of citizenship, the argu- 
ment being that the Jewish influence 
and capabilities would probably lead to 
a great development of the Spanish 
trade with South America. 

After some months, however, the 
Spanish Government, without stating a 
refusal, made a reply that was hardly 
satisfactory. The project was not, how- 
ever, allowed to drop, and since the $be- 
ginning of the war new arguments have 
been submitted, the plight of the Jews 
in the war area, a large proportion of 
them being descendants of the exiles of 
the fifteenth century and still speaking 
the Spanish language, being urged, to 
which was added the suggestion stated 
at * 3 outset. The result fs that it ‘s 
now declared by the Ambassadors that 
the old decree is no longer in force and 
that the Jews will be welcomed back.’’ 

For more than 400 years Spain has 
been regarded as forbidden country to 
the Jews, and of the 11,500,000 of them 
in the world it is reckoned that not 
more than 2000 or 3000 are in this coun- 
try. When they were banished it is 
believed that about 800,000 left the coun- 
try. 

Previously the Spanish Jews had been 
regarded as the most eminent of their 
race. After the Moorish conquest in 71il 
they took high positions in the service 
of the State, their commercial abilities 
were pronounced, and here they brought 
Spanish-Jewish culture to.a remarkable 
level of brilliance. Marmonides, looked 
upon as the greatest Jew of the Middle 
Ages, was a Spaniard. Some of the 
higher ecclesiastics were of Jewish or 
partly Jewish descent.

SOUGHT BY CANADA 


Secretary Lansing May Have to 
Pass on Case if Thomas 
Riley Is Found. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GREENFIELD, Mo., Oct. 11.—The case 
of Thomas Riley of Everton is still 
worrying the Federal officers at Kan- 
sas City and more so the representa- 
tives of the Canadian Government. The 
latter want to take Riley back to On- 
tario to serve out a term in prison 
from which he was released last spring 
by mistake when he received advantage 
of the pardon intended'for Thomas Ri- 
ley of Hamilton, Ont. 

Riley cannot be found, and if he could 
there is not certainty of anybody's 
power to lawfully deprive him of his 
liberty. J. W. Robinson of Kansas 
City, a Pinkerton detective employed 
by the Canadian Government, has been 
here lookjng for Riley. So has Chief 
Deputy United States Marshal Morri- 
son of Kansas City. Both urged his 
friends to persuade him to give himself 
up. 

It is said that Riley’s close friends 
some time ago promised he would sur- 
render if the Federal authorities would 
defend him against extradition. Com- 
missioner Arnold agreed, but somehow 
Riley was not delivered. Now the Fed- 
eral Court has issued a citation requir- 
ing his presence. The next step, it is 
believed, provided Riley is found, will 
be to lay the case before Secretary of 
State Lansing for him to decide wheth- 
er Riley shall be returned to Canada. 

Friends of Riley are defending him on 
the ground that he was wrongfully 
convicted of murder, that he was mis- 
treated in prison and that he was 
kicked across the border after being re- 


quired to sign a paper agreeing never 
to return to Canada.
